It will take money — some 
$150,000 is being sought. It will 
also take interest of the firemen. 


So far, one of the few .things 
that appears certain is that a 
15 acre site in Doylestown Town­ 


ship is available on lease from 
the county commissioners. 


Another thing appears certain, 
A new fire school i4 needed,

The firemen now have the land 
already on lease near Edison, Pa. 
They also have a ladder training 
tower and 
some 
pits 
on 
the 
grounds to train in fighting oil 
fires. These facilities, however, 
are used only thrbe or four times 


a year for periods of one or two 
days. 


The planned /ire school, for 
which the Doylestown architectur­ 
al firm of Martin and Gilmour 
has already made drawings, would 
consist of 4 
large permanent 
building consisting of classrooms, 
meeting hall, offices, and adequate 
parking areas. 


Whether this kind of facility 
would be more often used is a 


moot point, but it is a good bet 
it would be. It would certainly be 
an incentive to increase training 
over 
what is most commonly 
utilized now; hazardous on-the-job 
training and an occasional lecture 
by a fire chief or county fire 
official.

Tariff Cuts 


OK Sought 


By Kennedy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi- 
dent Kennedy today asked Con­ 
gress for authority to carry out 
an 
unprecedented 
tariff-cutting 
program to strengthen the West­ 
ern alliance and outstrip "for all 
time” the Communist economic 
challenge. 


In a special 5,000-word message 
the P r e s i d e n t declared that 
*’sweeping 
economic 
develop 
ments’’ have rendered traditional 
American trade policy "obsolete." 
He outlined a five-year program 
which would give him; 
—‘‘General authority to reduce 
existing tariffs by 50 per cent in 
reciprocal negotiations.” 
—Special authority, in dealing 
with the European Common Mar­ 
ket, to reduce or eliminate all 
tariffs on products in which the 
United State* and Common Mar* 
ke( countries account for 80 per 
cent or more of the world trade. 
This would include motor vehicles 
and otter heavy industry, chemi­ 
cals, machine tools and other 
items. 
Asks Quick Approval 
Kennedy asked prompt congres­ 
sional approval of what he called 
the "far reaching and 
unique" 
new approach. He said it was 
necessary to enable the United 
States to compete with the pow- 
erful Common Market and retain 
leadership of the noncommunist 
world. 
"We 
cannot 
ourselves 
stand 
still," he declared, "lf we are to 
lead, we must act. We must 
adapt our economy to the impera­ 
tives of a changing world, and 
once 
niore assert our leader­ 
ship.” 
Anticipating strong protectionist 
opposition to the new program, 
the President proposed govern­ 
ment financial and technical aid 
for 
"companies, 
farmers 
and 
workers who suffer damage from 
increased foreign import competi­ 
tion” under lower tariffs. 
But he warned there would be 
no “subsidy program of govern­ 
mental paternalism” to keep inef­ 
ficient industries 
afloat indefi­ 
nitely. 


Craft Found

The body of a Lower .Wakefield psychologist, Al­ 
fred J. Cardall, was discovered this morning in the 
twisted wreckage of a two-seater Continental Cessna 
140 plane, 500 yards from Council Rock High School 
in Newtown Township. 


State police and Chief Edward H. Bateman of New- 
town Township theorized that the plane apparently 
crashed some time last night. It was not immediately 
determined where the plane had come from or what 
Dr. Canton's destination was. 


A stopped clock on She instru­ 
ment panel of Hie appeared to 
offer mute evidence that the plane 
crashed at 8:28 o clock. Whether 
this w’as a rn 
or pm . nobody' 
knows. 


Four farm hands from ‘lie Hid­ 
den Valley Farms near the Rich- 
txnx>-Newtown Road found Dr. 
Cardall slumped over in the cock­ 
pit of the plane. 


One of the men, Arthur Van- 
Luvanee, said that he and the 
otters noticed "something yel­ 
low” resting on the snow-covered 
field about 9 a.m. 


Dr. Cardall, about (IO, was a 
consulting psychologist, and had 
lectured before various FTA and 
otter school groups in this area. 
He was a management consul­ 
tant. 


Dr. Cardall lived at Cardall’s 
Corner, 
Lower 
Makefield. 
Dr. 
Blaine R. Garner of Newtown pro­ 
nounced Cardall dead 


Dr. Cardall* body was ordered 
removed to Lower Bucks County 
Hospital by Deputy Coroner John 
C. Black, Bristol, who was at the 
scene. 


Strewn Along Field 


Dr. Cardall, police said prob­ 
ably skimmed the top of some 
tail trees. The plane then contin­ 
ued in flight, they said, for about 
150 feet and then struck the 
ground. The plane bounced and 
skidded for another 150 feet be­ 
fore coming to rest, upside down. 


Police theorized this from the 
broken tree branches lying on the 
ground, metal and glass from the 
plane and marks on the ground. 


One wing of the plane was 
completely folded back, a propel­ 
ler lay on the ground behind the 
twisted tail of the plane and a 
bashed black derby, apparently
